DETAILED ACTION 

Note: In the amendment filed on April 18, 2003, new claims 57-65 were added wherein 
claim number 63 (seepage 21) was repeated. According to 37 CFR 1.126, starting from the 
second occurrence of claim 63, claims 63-65 have been renumbered as 64-66. 

Claims 41-66 are the claims in this application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record, Habich et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,529,998 teaches 
benzoxazolyl compounds useful as antibacterial agents, see formula (I) in col. 1 . The instantly 
claimed compounds differ from the reference compounds by having a -NH-C(0)-N(R^)2 attached 
to the 2-position and an aryl or heteroaryl ring attached to the benzo or pyrido part of the bicyclic 
ring system. The reference does not teach or fairly suggest such compounds and therefore, the 
instantly claimed compounds are deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 41-56) in Paper No. 4 is 
acknowledged. Applicant's election of the species of Ia-1 12* (page 23) is also acknowledged. 
As the elected species was not found in the prior art, the search was expanded to the genus of 
Group I. 

*Note: Applicant indicated compound number IIA-l 12 as the elected species (see page 
22 of paper no, 4), however, such compound number was not found in page 23. Applicant may 
have intended Ia-1 12 which is present in page 23 and is considered as the elected species. 

As the compounds of Group I were found to be allowable, pursuant to MPEP § 821.04, 
the corresponding processes of use of claims 59-66 are rejoined.
